The ITold-Ovcra.

the Nicaragua canal bill, tho railroad 
pooling Irill and the bill for a settle- 
ment of the indebtedness of the Union 
Pacific railroads, known as the Keilly bill. 


•Several important bills were placed on 


tho calendar of tho senate at Lhe begin- 
ning of tho term, handed down from the 
long session, when they had been passed 
by tho house. Prominent among them 
was tho bill to establish a uniform system 
of bankruptcy, but it was finally side- 
tracked. Another unsuccessful measure 
was the ancl-option bill. 


There were also on the senate calendar 


the four bills which the house had sent

Appropriation Itilln. 


The principal class of legislation accom- 


plished 
by the short session was that 


making appropriations for the support of 
tho government. Not a little general leg- 
islation was incorporated into the appro- 
priation bills, and the efforts to engraft 
amendments upon them increased as the 
days ol: congress lessened, and the failure 
of special measures became certain, so that 
the fate of (Krrne of the bills seemed to be 
threatened. 


These bills, in the order in which they 


wero passed by the housu, were: 
For the 


M-ilitary academy ("West Point), army, 
pension, fortifications, 
diplomatic and 


consular, District of Columbia, postal, ag- 
rlcuHurnl, Indian, sundry civil, Icglslft- 
tive, executive and Judicial, naval and 
general deficiency. When the last week 
of congress began, the honso had passed all 
except the general deficiency, and the sen- 
ate had the last fou*yct to consider. 


The pension bill, as enacted, contained 


provisions that pensions shall not bo paid 
to non-residents who aro not citizens oE 
the United States, except for actual dis- 
abilities incurred in the service, directing 
examining surgeons to stnte the ratings 
to which they ihlnk the applicants are en- 


Throe other deficiency bills wore passed 


In this session—a printing bill for 8100,000, 
enacted Dec. 3-1; a bill for £400,000 for com- 
pleting the llth consus, Dec. 24, and ona 
for general deficiencies, enacted Jan. 25. 


The most conspicuous personal legisla- 


tion passed was the revival of the grade of 
lieutenant general of tho army that Major 
General Scbofield might be promoted to 
the rank as a recognition of his services. 


Perhaps more bills pertaining to public 


land laws were introduced than of any 
other class.

The Seamen's union ha£ been active in

Tho diplomatic and consular bill in- 


creased tho salaries of several foreign rep- 
rescntativos, and the senate placed in it 
an amendment authorizing tho president 
to con tract for laying a cable between the 
Hawaiian Islands and tho United States, 
an amendment which the house refused to 
accept and which brought on a deadlock 
between the cont'errees of tho two bodies. 


The postal bill was so amended by the 


senate that It practically nullified n recent 
order by tho postmaster general that rtdl- 
~v?ay mail clerks should reside on the lino 
of the route to which they wero assigned. 


Cattle Inspection, 


Tho agricultural bill empowered the 


secretary of agricultu.ro to enforce rules 
for the inspection of live cattle whoso 
meat is intended for shipment abroad in 
any form, and regulations to prevent the 
shipment of condemned carcasses abroad 
or from one state to another, and fixed 
heavy penalties for violation of such reg- 
ulations. It also authorized the president 
to 
direct 
correspondence 
with Great 


Britain to secure the abrogation of regu- 
lations compelling the slaughter at the 
pores of entry of all cattle shipped to that 
country. 


The Indian bill provided for opening

It-was stated before an intelligent body 


of men at the state house, by an intelli- 
gent mill man that the water power of 
Lowell Is not -worth a cent. 


E- Garfield Baker says that forSlO.OOO he 
could put in an electric plant at Hunt's 
Falls, using the power of the falls which 
"vculd give him sulncieut income, to supply 
the city -with electric lights and motive 
power for the electric cars free of charge. 


He could sell power for half what it 
costs at present, and yet give the city the 
privileges he states: but he says the Locks 
& Canals will not allow' anybody to touch 
the river. 


I^ow there comes an 
engineer who 


wants to use the power at Pawiucket Fa 
to generate electricity for supplying th<_ 
mills. 
There used to be a story that the 


Locks & Canals company was reserving 
the northerly bank of the river at Hunt's 


. Fall for sites of future electric power sta- 


tions. At these stations power was to be 
secu:.-edby turbines. 


It is said that Contractor Barton will 


try and build 35,000 cubic yards of stone 
wall on the river bank the coming sum- 
mer1.

The bill never camo to a direct 
vote, foT after a warm debate tho house, 
on Jan. 9, by a vote of 1B2 to 135, declined 
to adopt a rule proposed by the committee 
on rules to fix a time for a vote, and tho 
bill was withdrawn. 


Its withdrawal was followed by a mes- 


sage from the president explaining the 
dangers which beset tho treasury, and ask- 
ing congress to authorize the secretary of 
tho treasury to issus bonds payable in 
gold to maintain the gold reserve. On the 
day the message was read PLeprosentative 
Spvinger introduced a bill embodying tho 
recommendations of the message.

b mking and currency committee changed 
tlit) plan by several' amendments. Repre- 
sentative Reed offered a substitute; and 
still another substitute, based on the Car- 
lisle bill, received the support of a largo 
faction of the Democrats. The Springer 
bill was defeated on a motion for its third 
reading—162 to 135. 


The Jiond laane. 


Next came tho president's message de- 


tailing tho contract made with a syndicate 
for a bond issue and asking tho authority 
»f congress to make the bonds payable in 
ftold instead of coin. Representative Wil- 
r,on assumed the financial leadership. Tha 
ways and means committee reported a 
resolution to authorize an issue of §05,110,- 
275 3 per ccnC gold bonds payable injiO 
years, with the stipulation that the uro- 


ceeds of the issue should nob be used to"de- 
fray current expenses of the government, 
but this resolution, after one clay of debate 
in the house, was beaten Feb. 14 by a voto 
of 137 to 120, almost one-halE of the Dem- 
ocrats and one-third of the Republicans, 
in round numbers, voting for a third read- 
ing of it. 


Subsequent dealings with the financial 


question are matters of very recent his- 
tory, ^"o financial legislation had yet re- 
sulted from the host of bills introduced, 
during the session with, m r>re cr leas 
weight of authority behind them. 
The 


house committee on coinage, ct which 
Representative Bland, fcho free silver ad- 
vocate, was chairman, was nearly equally 
d'.vided on the Hnancial question, so that 
it reported but one bill to the house, that 
to provide for coinage at the brunch mint 
tit Denver, which became.a- law. 


Appropriation Bills. 


The principal cluss of legislation accom- 


plished by the short session, wns that 
making appropriations for tho support of 
the govern men C. NoD a little general leg- 
islation was incorporated into the appro- 
priation bills, and the efforts to engraft 
amendments upon them, increased as the 
di\ys o£ congress lessened, and tho failure 
of sppciul measures became certain, so that 
the fate of porno of the bills seemed to be 
threatened. 


These hills, in the order in which they 


were passet- by the house, were: 
For the 


Military academy (West Point), army, 
pension, tat 1 ideations, diplomatic 
and 


consular, DlsbrlcC of Columbia, postal, ag- 
ricultural, Indian, sundry civil, legisla- 
tives, executive and judicial, naval and 
general deficiency. 'When the last week 
of congress began, the houso had passed all 
except the general deficiency, and tho sen- 
ate had the last Coil* yet to consider. 


Tho pension bill, as enacted, contained 


provisions time pensions shall not be paid 


Three other deficiency bills were passed 


in tins session—a printing bill for 5100,000, 
enacted Dec. 24; a bill for ¥400,000for com- 
pleting the llth census, Dec. 24, and one 
for general deficiencies, enacted Jan. 25. 


The masb conspicuous personal legisla- 


tion passed waa the revival of the grade of 
lieutenant general of the army that Major 
General Schofield might be promoted to 
tho rank as a recognition of hia services. 


Perhaps more bills, pertaining to public 


]and laws were introduced than of any 
other class. 


BTflrino Legislation* 


The Seamen's union has been active in 


the advocacy of the bill to amend fehe 
laws relative to shipping commissioners 
\^hich does away with penal punishments 
for violation of shipping contracts by 
sailors engaged in the coastwise trade or 
shipping to sail between ths United States 
and ports in Canada, Newfoundland, the 
"West Indies and Mexico, and exempts tho 
clothing of soamon 
from 
attachment.

These Measures Fulled. 


Returning to tlie attempted legislation 


that failed, a mention of important bills 
•which wore passed by one house and re- 
jcntod or not considered by the other, nnd 
which have not already been referred to, 
may be made. 


The house adopted a joint; resolution ot 


an amendment to the constitution, pro- 


to non-residents who aro not citizens of j ^uing for the election of United States 
tho United States, except for actual tlis 
abilities incurred in tho service, directing 
examining surgeons to state tho ratings 
to which they think bho applicants arc en- 
titled, and fixing the lowest rats of pen- 
sion at SB a month. 
The diplomatic and consular bill in- 


creased tho salaries ol! several foreign rep- 
resentatives, and tho senate placed in ib 
an amendment authorizing the -president 
to contract for laying a cable between the 
Hawaiian Islands and tho United States, 
an amendment which tho house refused to 
accept and-which brought on a deadlock 
between the conferrccs of the two bodies. 


The postal bill was so amended by tho 


senate that it practically nullified a recent 
order by the postmaster goneral that rail- 
way mail clerks should reside on tho line 
of tho route to which they were assigned. 


Cattle Inspection. 


The agricultural bill empowered the 


secretary of agriculture to enforce rules 
for tlie inspection of live cattlo vrhoso 
meat is intended for shipment abroad in 
any form, and regulations to prevent the 
shipment oC condemned carcasses abroad 
or from one state to another, and Hxed 
heavy penalties for violation of such reg- 
ulations. It also authorized the president 
to 
direct 
correspondenca 
with Great 


Britain to secure the abrogation of regu- 
lations compelling the slaughter at the 
pores of entry of all cattle shipped to that 
country. 


The Indian bill provided for opening 


the lauds of the Wichita Indians in Okla- 
homa to settlement, and directed that the 
claims of tho Chocfcaw and Chickasaw In- 
dians to tho lands be submitted to tho 
conrt of claims within GO days. 


Considerable legislation was included 


in the sundry 'civil bill. The completion 
Df several public buildings was provided 
for in the bill. Provision was included 
for several now lighthouses; for a revenue 
steamer, to cose $123,000, foi- use ou tlie Pa- 
cific coast, and for a payrneuG of S500U to 
the heirs of each oC the 21 victims of tbo 
Ford's theater disaster. A senate amend- 
ment to the bill, which is not likely to 
succeed, authorizes tho secretary of the 
treasury to issue certificates of indebted 
ness to meet current expenditures to the 
amount of $100,000,000, and provides that 
all bonds shall be offered to the public and 
sold to tho highest bidder. 


The principal legislative provisions in 


the legislative bill were for securing uni- 
formity and safety in the bonds of United 
States officials. 


Tlie Xew Navy. 


The naval bill was. notable because of 


the "now navy" provision for three battle- 
ships and 12 torpedo bouts, and the in- 
crease of tho enlisted force by the addi- 
tion of 2000 men.

Cot fatal, injury of nearly 100 others, oc- 
curred on Eh« Interoceanio railroad at u 
point about £5 miles [rom this city. 


A tcvf d&7= £i£o a great number of per- 


sons left tbo capital and towns in Che 
vicinity to go on a pllgrimagt to tbn 
Cutnolic shrine at Sacro Monco. 
Tho 


Jntcroceanic 1^^ carried tho bulk of the 
(illgrima. A?IiiK train, aboard of which 
thcrewiim 1EOO passengers, wus returning 
Thur5.:l;:-7 afternoon from tho place of tlio 
pilgrimage. 


All Trent well until n point on the 


line about midway between Tennimtla 
and Tcnnago wag reached. On this part of 
tho road thero isa steep incline, tho line at 
one placo on it having u sharp curve where 
it runs close no tho ortge of a high precipice. 
This is one of tho most dnngcTOiis places 
on theroaJ. and was rendered iiioro so by 
tho fact thr.t tho line here was not in tho 
best condition. 


As liio train began to run down the in- 


cline, the speed gradually increased, and 
Euon it was running (it a frightful rate. 
Tho passengers ceased their laughing and 
joking and looked at each other with a 
El range fear 
depicted 
In 
their 
faces. 


Steadily inc momentum 
of tho train, 


which -V?B now swaying and bowling 
ienrfully, lncrc"=cd, and soon tho danger- 
ous high curve was struck. 


As tlio pilot vrfiecls of the engine took 


the curve, c'i?» locomotive swayed outward 
and thoii back. As tho drivers went on 
tho curve, :hi- engine again swayed hoavily, 
nnd then cither jumped the track or 
turned a rail. It dashed across tho soanty 
tp.vco between tho rails and tho odgc of 
th-j chasm and then plunsed downward. 


A Terrible Plunge. 


Ono uiter another, three coaches Cllod 


with passengers dashed after it and piled 
•up a mass of vrcckaga afc the foot of tho 
precipice. 
Tho 
ueicc two coaches also 


juiupiid the track, bnt most fortunately 
u:d not go over the edge of tho precipice. 
An iho llfth ccach left the metal it twisted 
ami broku the coupling connecting it with 
l.'u! couciics behiud it. 
These coaches

tance they were stopped.

The sight here wu3 a most gruesome one. 
Tlju' carriages were shattered nnd a ma- 
j.-rity of the' occupants were lying horribly 
]ii:vn«lcd beneath the wreckage. 


The shrieks and moans of tho injured 


were heartrending, while znauy of the un- 
hurt women and children moaned and 
"ailed in an agony of terror. The sight 
•was one that will never be forgotten by 
thcs2 who -witnessed it. 


T!:a train hands were Americans, and 


some of them, as soon as possible, tele- 
graphed the news of tho disaster to this 
city. The intelligence caused tho greatest 
consternation among the inhabitants. 


•2iaue»ed Beyond Recognition. 


?.[r.ny of tho dead will never be iden- 


tified, somo of them being so horribly 
mangled that it would be almost impossi- 
ble to recognize the remains as those of 
human beings.

;'<iuc to the negligcr.ee of the engineer.

'is Etntou that when the train started on 
tho incline he maizo no attempt to check 
I'r.s s-pccd by tho use of the air brakes. Had 
these brahe^ failed ;o work, the momentum 
could have been checked with the hand 
bu-akes, but persons oC the train state that 
they heard no whistle for the application 
of tho hand brakes. 


Xnc engineer nnd fireman are believed 


to be under the wreck of the engine and 
tbe tender, and why the train was allowed 
to run practically wild on one of the most 
dangerous sections of the road will prou- 
ably never be known.

report again, which he did, aud then 
he 


demanded that the ballots be produced, 
and was ignored. He identified an 
affi- 


davit he had made, which wa,s put in as 
evidence. He did not recall what Alderman 
Trydor and Yarnum had said to him but 
Councilman Webster had told him that he 
had better not vote for a democrat as it 
was rumored he was going to do. 


He voted for Mr. Oliver because he 


thought a second year man belter fitted 
and also thought that they might come 
around to himself. He had not been ap- 
proached by any democrats. 


On cross-examination lie said he never 


was in conference with any parties at 
which trades were spoken of. 


He Did It Last Year. 


Last year, he said, he voted for a demo- 


crat on one occasion. He did not vote .for 
the democratic candidate for the city 
treasnrersliip. His republican colleagues 
accused him of voting for Mr, Harrington 
but he proved afterwards that he votetl for 
Air. Sawyer, and Alderman Lovejoy saw 
the ballot. 


In the caucus preceding the meeting 


when the business was done, it was agreed 
"to go down the list" and "go up the list." 
Thus, he said, the republicans were con- 
fused and voted every way and not as he 
had previously thought they were to vote 
which was to give Mr. Webster 12 votes 
five times. 


Some of the councilmen had asked him 


to institute these proceedings, and he 
thought It his place to do it as the election 
seemed to hinge on his ballot. 


The entire republican delegation in the 


city council held a caucus aud their deci- 
sion was to have witness bring these pro- 
ceedings. 


He went to a lawyer and asked his ad- 


vice. 


Since the election, witness has talked 


with Mr. Barry who said the ballots were 
destroyed. He told Mr. Barry that there 
was a similarity in the names of Oliver 
and Sullivan. He couldn't say whether or 
not he told any one that Mr. Barry sai'd 
the ballots were destroyed. 


At the request of the attorney general, 


Mr. Snnborn wrote "John Oliver" on a 
ballot, but it did not seem identical with 
John Sullivan. 


Tlie Decisive £videnuc. 


Francis P. Rivet of Ward Five opened 
his reiuarks by stating he was nearsighted 
and wore glasses on that account. He said 
that Mr. Mansfield and himself counted 
the ballots, he counting the republican 
ballots first. He also counted the Sullivan, 
ballots and found 13 hearing that name. 


He then heawl Mr. Morse state there was 
an Oliver baHot there and they were then 
counted again, in his presence. He was 
more careful that night than on any.other 
night as he was suspicious. After he got 
out in the council chamber, he was be- 
sieged with questions and could not re- 
member just what did occur. He heard a 
motion made to recount the ballots. 


"What was there that occurred on that 


evening that made you suspicious?" asked 
Mr. Qua. 


"Everything was done no quickly, about 


balloting and the counting, that [ became 
suspicious. I voted for Mr. Goward and 
he voted for inc." 
"Did somebody spread out the ballots 


when Mr. Morse said he saw ail Oliver 
ballot?" 


"Yes, Mr. Morse spread them out." 
City Solicitor llogan then allowed Mr.. 


Kivet the ballot which Mr. Sanborn had 
previously written out for the attorney 
general. 


llf; inspected it and said he did not see 


such a ballot there on that evening. 


"I Am Kvttii More SiitMled Today." 
Mr. Sanborn here wrote a ballot with 


Sullivan's name on it, at the request of 
the attorney general, and when it was 
showi[ to Mr. Kivet he said he could not 
remember whether he had seen a similar 
ballot on that night. 
"Did anyone tell you that Mr. Sanborn 


was going to vote for a democrat?" asked 
Mr. Qua. 


"Yes, sir." 
"Who was it?" 
J"I don't care to state." 
"Is the person here?" 
"He is not." 
"Is he a member of the city council?" 
"He is, sir." 
He had no personal knowledge of any 


republican voting for Sullivan. 


The attorney general then questioned 


him regarding the counting of the bal- 
lots. 


Attorney General: "Are you satistied 


that there were 11! Sullivan ballots?" 


',Well, I thought there were lij Sullivan 


ballots, there." 


He didn't think Mr. Mansfield tried to 


deprive him of an inspection of the bal- 
lots, after a doubt had been raised. 


"Arc: you still satistied that the 1IJ bal- 


lots bare Mi 
1. Sullivan's name?" was the 


last question of the Attorney General. 


"I am even more satisfied today that he 


received i;j ballots, than I was then," was 
tbe answer. 


"Why are you so satisfied?1' said Mr. 


Qua." 


"Well, I don't care to state. I would 
rather consult some parties outside lirst." 


Here the attorney general noted that 


Mr. Sanborn had written the names of 
Sullivan and Oliver with two different 
pencils, one hard and one soft, and at his 
request, Mr. Saubom wrote both names 
again with one pencil. 


A deposition from Councilman Coward 


was then read, in which he said he voted 
for Hivet. 


Tills Boy Detective on Declc. 


Lewis E. McBrayiie. reporter on the 


Courier-Citizen gave a newspaper account 
of the proceedings that night. 


Sir. McBrayne said that'after the meet- 


ing.he went through a waste basket and 
pulled out a number of ballots, counting 
17 out of 24 for Mr. Sullivan. 


Mr. Qua then asked Councilman James 


F. Jliskella if he wished to make any 
statement regarding the ballots. Mr. Mis- 
kella knew of no substitution of one ballot 
for another, and was surprised at the re- 
sult of that ballot. 
In the committee 


room, when Mr. Mansfield was counting 
the ballots, Mr. Morse said, "Isn't that-an 
Oliver ballot'."' and llr. Mansfield showed 
it to both Messrs. Morse and liivet and 
neither had any objection to count it for 
Sullivan, 


Councilman M. M. Mansfield said he 


was a democrat and a good one. 
He .ex- 


plained the cause of giving the ballots 10 
the presiding officer by saying that the 
manner of counting had been rather loose 
before that night. Mr. Webster told him 
on the day of the meeting that there 
miglit be a democrat elected that night. 


"What did Mr. Webster say?" was asked 


him. 
"Mr. Webster said tome, 'If -there is 


any man on earth mean enough to do a 
thing like that it is that Goward.' " 


Mr, Mansfield said lie also had heard 


that MY. Sanborn was going to vote for a 
democrat that night. Mr. Uarry tokl him 
that Mr. Sauborn would vote for the first 
democrat who would receive 12 votes. 


On the night previous Mr. Sanborn said 


to Mr. Mansfield: "Why don't you fellows 
get together and give soia-c one a show to 
break~lhe deadlock,'1 and "I suppose the 
one who did break it would get all the best 
committees."

"He asked me to let him see the ballots 


so that he could clear himself, as if he 
were suspected it would' hurt his busi- 
ness."

"And you destroyed these ballots with 


that knowledge?" 


"Yes, sir."

Jolin E. Sullivan, the president, said 


that one of the councilmen said to him: 
"Jack,you'll be elected on the next ballot." 
"If I thought that was so," continued 


Mr. Sullivan, "I wouldn't have voted for 
myself, as 1 didn't want it." 
"And you don't want it now, do you?" 


asked Mr. Qua. 


"Well, I'll try and hold it as long as I 


can," and a general smile went around 
the room, some oue remarking, "He has 
the fever." 


Mr. Sanliom was recalled and he denied 


the truth of Mr. .Harry's stntnincnts re- 
garding himself. Part of them, however, 
lie didn't deny flatly. 
ilr. Morse said that to the best of his be- 


lief. Mr. Mansfield didn't hold up the al- 
leged Oliver ballot for him to inspect. 


This ended the hearing as far .as Mr. 


Qua was concerned and Lawyer Hogan 
called Councilman Itiley whom Council- 
man Morse said he did not see in the room 
during the count.

The most interesting- chapter oC tho his- 


tory of the session is made by the attempts 
at financial legislation in both houses. 
"Wheu congress met it wns known that 
Secretary Carlisle had been consulting 
with the president upon a scheme for re- 
forming the- currency nnd the national 
banking system. On Dec. 11 Representa- 
tive Springor introduced a bill which con- 
tained the secretary's plan and which 
caruo to bo known as iho "administra- 
tion" bill. The bill nover came to a direct 
vote, for afber a warm debate tho house, 
on Jan. 9, by a vote of 162 to 185, declined 
to adopt a rule proposed by cho committee 
on rules to fix a time for a vote, and the 
bill was withdrawn. 


Its withdrawal wns followed by a mcs- 


snpe from the president explaining the 
dangers which beset tho treasury, and ask- 
ing congress to authorize the secretary o£ 
tho treasury to issiw bonds payable in 
gold to maintain tho gold reserve. On tho 
clay the message waa read Representative 
Springer introduced a bill embodying tho 
recommendations of the message. 
The 


b.inking and currency committee changed 
tho plan by several amendments. Repre- 
sentative Reed offered a substitute, and 
sbill another subsciiute, based on tho Car- 
lisle bill, received the support of a large 
faction of the Democrats.

Appropriation BlllB. 


The principal class of legislation accom- 


plished 
by tho short session was that 


rnnking appropriations foi: tho support of 
the government. Not a little general leg- 
islation was Incorporated into the appro- 
priation bills, and -the efforts to engraft 
amendments upon thorn increased as the 
days of cnngreas lessened, and tlio failure 
of special measures buctiinti certain, so that 
the futo o£ some 01' tlie bills seemed to bo 


reaDoned. 
The^e bills, in the order in which they 


re-re passed by blio house, wcrt;: 
For the 


Military academy (Wosb Point), army, 
tension, .fortifications, diplomatic and. 
onsulnr, District oi' Coluinbin, postal, ag- 
icultural. Indian, sundry civil, logiiila- 
.vo, executive and judicial, n rival and 
general deficiency. When tho last week 
of congress began, the house had passed all 
c-xcept the general deficiency, and the sen- 
ate had tho last foil*yet to consider. 


The pension bill, as enacted, contained 


provisions time pensions shall not bo paid 
;o non-residciKs who aco not citizens of 
•he United States, except for actnnl dis- 
abilities Incurred in tho service, directing 
examining surgeons to state tho ratings 
to which they think tho applicants aro en- 
iibledj and fixing the lowest rate of pen- 
sion i\t £u" a mouth. 


Tho diplomatic and consular bill in- 


creased tho salaries of several foreign rep- 
resentatives, nnd. tho senate placed 'In it 
an amendment; authorizing the president 
to contract for laying a cable between tho 
Hawaiian Islands and tho United States, 
an amendment; which the house re-fused to 
accept ami which brought; on n deadlock 
jetween the conforrees of the two bodies. 


The postal bill wns so amended by the 


senate that it practically nullified a recent 
order by the postmaster general thnb rail- 
way mail clerks should reside on the lino 
of the route to which thoy were assigned. 


Cattle Inspection. 


Tho agricultural bill empowered the 


secretary oE- agriculture to enforce rules 
for the inspection of live cattle whoso 
meat is intended for shipment abroad in 
any form, nnd regulations to prevent the 
shipment of condemned carcasses abroad, 
or from ono state to another, and fixed 
lieavy penalties for violation of such reg- 
ulations. It also authorized tho president 
to 
direct 
correspondence 
with Great 


Britain to secure the abrogation of regu- 
lations compelling tlio slaughter at the 
ports of entry of all cattle shipped to that/ 
country. 


The Indian bill provided for opening 


the lands of tho Wichita Indians in Okla- 
homa to settlement, and directed that bhe 
claims of tho Choctaw and Chick us aw In- 
dians to tho lands be submitted to tho 
court of claims within 90 days. 


Considerable legislation was included 


In tho sundry civil bill. Tho completion 
:>f several public buildings was provided 
for in the bill. Provision was included 
for several new lighthouses; for a revenue 
steamer, to cost €125,000, for use on tho Pa- 
cific coast, and for a payment of S5000 to 
the heirs of each of tho 21 victims of the 
Ford's theater disaster. A senate amend- 
ment to the bill, which is not likely to 
succeed, authorizes the secretary of the 
treasury to issue certificates of indebted- 
ness to moot current expenditures to the 
amount of $100,000,000, and provides that 
all bonds shall be offered to tho public and 
sold to the highest bidder. 


The principal legislative provisions in 


the legislative bill wcro for securing uni- 
formity and safety in the bonds of United 
States officials. 


The New Navy. 


The naval bill was notable Decause of 


the "now navy" provision for three battle- 
ships and 13 torpedo boats, nnd the in- 
crease of tho enlisted force by the addi- 
tion of 2000 men. 


The general deficiency' bill reported to 


the house amounted X) 58,519,539. 
An 


amendment requested Vy the secretary of 
sfcade to pay tho claim:, of Great Britain. 
for S425.UOO damages foi seizures of sealers 
in Bebring sea was vc ted down . by the 
house. 


Throe other deflcicncy bills were passed 


in this session — a printing bill for 3100,000, 
enacted Dec. 24; a bill for £400, 000 for com- 
pleting the llth census, Due, 2J, and one 
for go n a r al dcflcicncir-s, enacted Jan. 25. 


The most conspicuous personal legisla- 


tion passed wns the revival of tho grade of 
lieutenant general of the army that Major 
General Schoflelcl might be promoted to 
tho rank ns n recognition of his services. 


Perhaps more bills pertaining to public 


land laws were introduced than of- any 
other class. 


Marine Legislation. 


The Seamen's union has been active in 


the advocacy of the bill to amend tho 
laws rolatl vo to shipping com mission erg 
which doea away with penal punishments 
for violation of slipping contracts by. 
sailors engaged In tho coaa'twlsc trade or 
shipping to sail between the -'United States 
ami ports in Uanacln,, Newfoundland, tho 
"West Indies and Mivdco, and exempts the 
clothing of seamen 
from attachment.
